IMPURE ICE.

Harvesting From Polluted Sources For
Houegehold Use.

The purity and wholesomeness of
the lce supply have heretofore secmed
to be a matter of wuch less concern ta
both sanitary cngincers nmd consnm-
ers than the quality of the water sup-
ply. Yet, In view of the increasing uses
of lce, Its purity i rapidly Becoming
matter of but slightly les< importance
than that of water. W hile the ohens
leal composition and the fuctor: which
affect the purity of waler have re
ceived a large amount of atiention by
the agricultural experiment stntions
little study has been made of ice sup
plies In station laborntories.

From Shallow Ponds,

The consensus of opinion Is that nat
ural lece formed to a reasonable depih
J8 comparatively pure under usual «ir
cumstances, but that it s very likelv
to be contaminated If it freezes 1o the
full depth of a shallow pond or streq
or if It 1s flooded, particularly wiry
surface water. The Vermout cxpur
ment station found that of a smab
number of samples of pond fee exan-
ined all were unfit for housebholl s

The followinzg extracts from o roven;
publication of the New York =tat. "
partment of health resavding jce o
fce suppllee bear directly upon ihis
question:

In general there are n groat many
conceivable ways that ice and ice sup-
plies may become infected. The dan
ger from many of these ciiise ol {11
fection may, however, he o reniole or
80 Infrequent as to hardly moerit no- |
tice. There are, however, a few dan- |
gers assoclated with the formation of
natural lee and the harvesting of the
Ice supplles as now gencrally practiced
which do merit consideration.

Insanitary Condilions.

The first of these dangers is the one
due to the harvesting of ice (rom pol-
luted sources. This lee iy he taken
from ponds or rivers which have been
polluted by sewage amd sy contain
the germs of typlold fever and other
diseases.

Weight of Lime Per Bushel.

In connection with a very thorough
study of the quallty of various kilnds
of lime used for agricultural purposes
In New Jersey, L. A. Voorhees of the
New Jersey stutlon made careful esti-
mates of the weight per busbul of the
different mateiials,

His results show “that the weizht
of stone lline per bushel (heaped meas-
are) {8 quite varlable and without uny
constant relation teo the aoalysis of
the samples. 'The avernge weight per
bushel of the twelve wagnesian Hues
was ninety-seven pounds and that of
the six ‘marble’ limes was 101 pounds,”
The weight per bushel of geven oyster
shell limes examined varvied from thir-
ty-nine to seventy-tive pounds, averis-
Ing fifty-one and a half pounds. The
prepared or so called “agricultoral™
llmes examined were stiil iwore varla-
ble in weight.

Winter Losses In the South.

It 18 a lamentable fact that more cat-
tle and sheep are lost from the effects
of exposure In the south than in the
north. The explunation Is not hard to
find. In the north the winter weather
I8 so severe that good shellers are an
absolute necessity, whereag in  the
south we brag of our mild, open win-
ters and herald (he so called fact that
we do not need to go to the expease
that northern people do in building ex-
pensive barns and sheds. We lorget
that shelter is needed even though it
need not be as expensive ns n shelter
for a colder climate.—Texas Faru and
Ranch.
